into tbe bistory of Wallenstein and bis times deeper tban 
I bad antidpated. Pending tbose investigations, tben, 
I took in band Goetbe's sbort and simple poem, tbat 
publisber and public migbt not be kept waiting too long. 
But a consideration weigbtier even tban tbat of eoono- 
mizing time was tbe conviction, wbicb gained upon me 
in tbe course of mj studies, tbat tbe series sbonld not 
merelj comprise tbe German classics, but tbat it sbould 
bave tbe distinctive cbaracter of a series. Speaking 
more preciselj, tbat it sbould be, so far as possible, 
progressive; tbat wbile eacb volume migbt retain its 
independence, tbe series sbould indicate in a general 
way tbe steps by wbicb tbe Student bas to ascend from 
tbo easy to tbe difficult. As a corollary- to tbis, it

follows that each volume shoiild be annotated in a man 
ner pecnliar to itself. Thus, in the present one, the 
notes will be found to relate cbiefly to the meanings of 
words and phrases. In the JPiccolommi and Wallen- 
atems Tody they will discuss chiefly the historical bear 
ings of the drama, although not disregarding sjntax. 
In Lessing's works, the notes will aim at explaining 
the drift of the author's thought and argument. In 
the selections from the minor poems of Goethe and 
Schiller, the notes will be of a more critical and literary 
nature. 

The fitness of Sermomn wnd Dorothea to serve as the 
initial volume of such a progressive series is self-evident. 
The Student, or reader, having to deal with only a few 
characters and incidents, can take the time to master 
thoroughlj the niceties of diction which mark the poem. 
With a view to facilitating this effort, I have introduced 
a novel feature — which will not be repeated in the subse- 
quent volumes of the series — ^namelj, a brief glossary and 
an analysis of certain grammatical peculiarities. The 
Commentary will be found, I trust, ample and to the 
point. 

In one other partictdar I have been forced to depart 
from the announcement in the prospectus. It was pari 
of mj original plan to make references, in the notes, 
fco the grammars of Otto, Woodbury, <fec. But after

making the attempt, I foimd it impracticable ; such 
references would have Bwelled Üie notes beyond reason« 
able limits. 

It remains for me to make a few acknowledgments. I 
have derived not a little assistance from Miss Frothing- 
ham's excellcnt translation. It is pervaded with good 
sense and with delicate sjmpathy with the original. Bnt 
I am indebted chiefly to the Aes^etische vmd JSRatarische 
Evrdeitmig zu JTermcmn u/nd Dorothea^ bj Cholevios, an 
elaborate work evincing careful study but betraying here 
and there touches of pedantry. It contains everything 
that one need know, and much that one can afford to 
skip. The best illustrations are those by v. Bamberg. 
They are not only works of art in themselves, but they 
reproduce perfectly the spirit and the atmosphere of 
the poem. By the side of them, Elaulbach's illus- 
trations will appear tainted with coarseness and man- 
nerism. 

In the matter of orthography, I have followed dosely 
the Schmitthenner-Weigand dictionary ; wherever I have 
deviated from this authority, it has been the result of 
inadvertence in proof-reading. The Student will find, 
accordingly, JBüfe instead of JStäfe^ bescheren for be- 
echeereUj er geizen for ergötzen^ &c. Adjectives used aa 
adjective3 are without capitals, e.g., das Haue^ das neue^ 
(for das neue Sanis) ; but adjectives used as nouns are 
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spelled with capitals, e.g., das Neuej das Qrössis, Adjoc 
tives nsed in an adverbial sense are treated as such ; thn?, 
im grossen^ im weiten^ das weitere. The conuna has been 
omitted, in most instances, before the pbrase sOj so wie^ 
used in the sense of * and,' *both — and.' I have retained 
the sign of elision wherever it seemed necessary to distin- 
guish between grannnatical forms, or to assist the Student; 
thus, 1. 19, rollfj where the ' will indicate to the student 
that the verb is not in the present tense, roUU 

The text of Hermomn vmd Dorothea here presented is 
that given by Kurz in his Kritisch dwrchgesehene Aus- 
gabe (Hilburghausen, 1873), but modernieed in spelling 
and ptinctuation by comparison with the Cotta editioss.

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The er ade materials of which Goethe constructed thig 
bis most finisbed poem have been definitelj ascertained. 
Tbej are so few and so simple tbat tbe mere recital of 
tbem will be an interesting revelation of tbe poet's fertility 
of imagmation and bis artistic skill. 

Tbe LntberanProtestants residing in tbe Catbolio Arcb- 
bisbopric of Salzburg enjojed peace and protection from 
1648, tbe Westpbalian Treaty of Peace, nntil 1731 and 1732, 
Tbe arcbbisbops were men of enterprise and liberality» 
But witb tbe accession of Gönnt Leopold Anton Firmiajn to 
tbe arcbiepiscopal cbair evil times came upon bis Protes- 
tant subjects. Tbe prince-prelate was a Propagandist and 
a fanatic. In contravention of tbe terms of tbe West- 
pbalian Treaty of Peace, and despite tbe intercession and 
remonstiances of tbe Gorpas Evangelicorum of all Ger- 
many, tbe arcbbisbop resolved to purge bis land from tbe | 
taint of beresy. His Protestant subjects were suddenly 
and peremptorily confronted witb tbe bitter alternative : 
Abjure, or emigrate. Tbe majority remained true to tbeit 
fiaitb. In tbe course of 1731 and 1732, about 30,000 
abandoned tbeir bomes. Among tbese Sabiburger Emir 
gra/nten^ as tbey are called, were to be found tbe most 
prosperous and industrious burgbers and farmers of tb«

diocese, which, it is perhaps needless to remark, has ever 
now scarcely recovered from the mutilation then inflicted, 

A contemporary chronicle of the Emigration {Das lieh 
thätige Gera gegen die Salzbwrgischen Emigramien, Leij^ 
sie, 1732) has recorded the following episode: 

" In Alt-Mühl, a town in the Oettingen district (Bavaria), 
there was a goodly and "well-to-do burgher, who had a son 
whom he had often exhorted to marriage, yet without 
Biiccess. But when now the Salzburg emigrants were pass- 
ing through this town, there was among their number a 
young woman, who pleased the yonng man ; wherefore he 
resolved in his heart to marry the same, so it were possible. 
He inquired, therefore, of the other Salzburgers conceming 
the maiden's conduct and family, and leamed, in answer, 
that she came of good, honest people, and had ever con- 
ducted herseif discreetly, but had separated &om her par- 
ents for religion's sake, and had left them. Thereupon the 
young man went to his father, saying that he had so offcen 
exhorted him to marry, but that now he had chosen him 
a woman, if the father would permit him to take her. 
When now the father would know who she was, he said, 
it was a woman of Salzburg who had pleased him, and so 
he would not let him have her, he should never marry. 
Whereupon the father was dismayed, and thought to dis- 
Buade him ; also he called in some friends and the parson, 
that their mediation might tum him from his bent. But 
it was all in vain. Whereupon the parson at last declared, 
it might be the wonderful providence of God in the matter 
to work great good both to the son and to the emigrant 
uroman. Whereupon they gave at last their consent, and 
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left it to the Bon to do as he saw fit. The young man went 
stndghtway to his woman of Salzburg and asked her, how 
it pleased her here in the land? She replied: Sir, right 
well. He asked further, would she be willing to become 
a servant in his &ther's house ? She said : Eight willing, 
and should he be minded to tako her, she thought to serve 
him diligently and with all fidelity, and thereupon she 
recounted to him all her gifts, how she could feed the 
cattle, milk the cows, tili the fields, make hay, and the 
like. Whereupon the son took her with him and brought 
her before his father. And the father asked the maiden, 
if indeed his son had found favor with her and she would 
consent to marry him. But she, khowing nothing of all 
this, believed that he would tease her, and answered: 
Oho, he should not make fun of her; his son had desired 
for his father a servant, and if he were minded to have 
her, she thought to serve him faithfully and to eam well 
her bread. But when now the father insisted upon it, 
and also the son manifested his eamest desire for her, she 
declared : If they were in eamest, she should be right well 
content, and should cherish him as the apple of her eye. 
When now the son reached her a marriage-pledge, she 
thrust her hand into her bosom, saying that she too must 
Burely give him a wedding portion; wherewith she reached 
over to him a little purse in which were two hundred 
ducats." 

In this touching incident, told with almost biblical 
simplicity nnd quaintness, the reader will lecognize the 
"action" of Serma/an und Dorothea, and four of thf 
characters : father, son, parson and maiden. 
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Goethe became acquainted with the story aboat the 
year 1794; possibly, earlier. His instinct revealed to 
him in the rough block from the quarry his futurf 
Btatue. The brief story of the emigrant girl of Salzburg 
was to embody the results of his most careful study of 
nature and art, of human character, and of epic poetry, 
but without sacrifice of its fundamental feature of grace« 
ful simplicity. The poet himself was just ripe for his 
work. After the outburst of youthful passion that had 
produced Götz v. Berlichmgen and Weriher^ after the 
first years of dissipation at Weimar, after labored imita- 
tions of the antique in Iphigenie and Taasöy after diligent 
research in Italy, after the meanderings of Wühdm 
Meister and the sobering influences of the Campaign in 
France, Goethe had at last attained that perfect equipoise 
of sentiment and realism, that complete mastery of seif 
and expression, which he regarded as the final goal of 
artist perfectibility. He was ready, at the threshold of 
his fifüeth year, to show himself once again and more 
than ever the creative genius of his.nation. As Schiller 
has Said, in writing to Meyer about Hermcmn und 
Dorothea : " You will admit that it is the culmination of 
all his and our modern art. I have watched the work in 
its growth, and have been almost as much astounded at 
the mode of growth as at the finished work itself. While 
we others must collect painfdlly and stop to examine, 
producing only slowly and only something that is tolei- 
able, he has but to shake the tree gently and down fall 
into his arms the fairest fruit, heavy and ripe." 

Whoever wishes to understand the present poem 
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tlioroughly should read in connection with it GoetWa 
account of the Campaign in France in 1792. Goethe 
accompanied the Duke of Weimar — ^who had command 
of a regiment of cavalry in the army of the king of 
Prussia — and endured all the fatigues and dangers of the 
celebrated retreat from Valmy, where the Austro-Prussian 
invasion was checked and roUed back in disgrace by the 
müitary skill of the republican general Dumouriez. It 
was during thia retreat, and also during the subsequent 
siege of Menz in 1793, that Goethe became practically 
acqnainted with the confusion and misery which mark 
the course of war and the upheaval of Society, and which 
he has introduced with such effect into his poem. In- 
deed, many of the incidents and traits of life and charao- 
ter in Herma/mh vmd Dorothea are to be found, in un- 
developed form, in his Journal of the campaign. 

Thus, imder date of October 4th, he writes : '*All at once 
there was loud knocking on the house-door, which had 
been securely locked (he was billeted in a house in 
Sivry and the rain was falling in torrents). We gave no 
heed to it, for we had no desire to let in any more guests. 
The knocking continued, and in between cried a plaintive 
woman's voice, beseeching piteously — ^in very good 
German — ^to be admitted. At last, relenting, we unlocked 
the door. An old vivcmdüre {Ma/rhetenderin) pressed in 
carrying in her arms something wrapped in a cloth ; at 
her heels followed a young woman, not bad looking, but 
pale and exhausted, scarcely able to keep on her feet. In 
brief, energetic words the old woman explained the 
•ituation, displaying a naked infant, of which the young 
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woman Lad just bcen delivered on her flight. Delayed 
by this event, and maltreated by peasants, they had at 
last, in the night, reached our door. The mother had 
not been able to give her child any nourishment since it 
had drawn its first breath. Thereupon the old woman 
called loudly for flour, milk, a chafing-dish, also linen, for 
ßwaddling the infSant. As she knew no French, we had 
to translate her Orders; but her authoritative manner, her 
vehemence gave to our "words plenty of pantomimio 
weight and impressiveness. We could not execute her 
Orders any too promptly, nor was what she obtained a bit 
too good for her. It was also worth the while to see 
with what promptness she set to work. We were pushed 
back from the fire, the best place given to the Wöchnermy 
and she herseif acted as if she had the house all to 
herseif. In a trice the infant was bathed and swaddled, 
the porridge cooked; she fed the little creature, then the 
mother, scarcely thinking of herseif. And then she de- 
manded a change of dress for the TFocÄnmw, while 
the old dress might be drying. We watched her with 
astonishment; she understood the business of levying 
contributions {requiriren),^^ — ^This, of course, is the 
original of Dorothea and the WöcTmerm in the poem, 11. 
21-81 ; YII, 129-Ä04. It would be needless to dwell on 
the contrast. 

Just before, in speaking of the manners of the French 
in Sivry, Goethe had written : " The night drew on ; ii 
was time for the children to go to bed. They came up tc 
their father and mother, respectfuUy, courtesied, kissed 
their liands, saying, bon soir Papa, hon soir Mamarij 
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mth most admirable grace."--In the poem, YIII. 42-47, 
Dorothea expresses herself in almost the same terms 
concerning the manners of her neighbors, the French. 

TJnder date of Oct llth Goethe narrates the foUowing 
touching incident that happened in Estaui. A young 
man; the 8on of well-to-do parents, had, in the first flush 
of enthnsiasm for the Beyolution, gone to Paris and en- 
rolled himself in the National Guards. When th« 
Austrians and PniBsians inyaded the country, the parents, 
believing the French cause to be lost, wrote to him 
begging him to retnm. Moved by filial gratitude and 
obedience, the young man finally yielded to their impor- 
tnnity, and retumed, only to find the Austrians and 
Prussians defeated and in fall flight, his parents in danger 
of losing their estates, and himself an outlaw and a deserter. 
This young man probably suggested to Goethe Dorothea's 
first betrothed, who is described IX. 256-290. 

In the poem, YI. 17, 18, mention is made of the exalted 
opinion which the Germans ihemselves had of the leaders 
of the Revolution in its earlier stages. In the Campaign, 
under date of November, he writes concerning Düsseldorf: 
** I found the busts of Lafayette and Mirabeau — exceed- 
ingly -weil done by Houdon — ^fisdrly "worahipped here, the 
former on account of his many virtues as a nobleman and 
a Citizen, the latter because of his vigor of mind and his 
oratorical powers. So strangely did opinion fluctuate among 
the Germans," etc., etc. 

But the Campaign in France not only fumished to 
Goethe incidents and traits of character wherewith to 
enrich his stbry ; it induced him to change the story itself, 
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and to transfer the scene to bis own day. In place of thw 
petty tyranny that brought about tbe Salzburg Emigration, 
Stands the Great Revolution ; instead of religious perse- 
cution, we have political; instead of tbe mis^re of tbe 
decaying German empire at tbe beginning of tbe Century, 
we bave its deatb-tbroes at tbe close. Tbe beroine, wbile 
still a German girl, is not a refugee from religious oppres- 
sion ; sbe is driven before tbe onward marcb of tbe Rigbts 
of Man. By making tbis cbange, Goetbe not only obtained 
for bis story a broader and a deeper background, but be 
succeeded in bringing it bome to bis readers. As it issued 
complete from bis brain, tbe idyl of Sermann v/nd Doro- 
thea could be understood and feit by every man and woman 
tben living in Germany. 

Tbe scene of tbe poem is laid in a small German town, 
not named nor designated, but evidently in tbe neigbbor- 
bood of Frankfort, and not far from tbe eastern bank of 
tbe Bbine. Tbe emigrants are Germans dispossessed of 
tbeir homes and lands by tbe victorious Frencb ; tbe terri- 
tory from wbicb tbey come is not designated, but it is 
probably Kbenisb Bavaria. Conceming tbe precise date, 
tbere seems to be uncertainty. Goetbe bimself writes, in 
a letter to Meyer : " The time of the action is about last 
August, that is to say, in tbe year 1796. It was the time 
wben Austria was fighting France single-handed, afber the 
Treaty of Basel, and Moreau was forced by tbe Archduke 
Charles to make bis famous retreat, and wben the peasanta 
around Würzburg and in tbe Black Forest helped to drive 
out tbe enemy. The season is summer ; it is the day 
before the barvest (VIII. 75), but the grape? have alreadj 
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ehanged color (lY. 80).'' To this it maj be objected ÜLat 
It does not coindde with Üie feusts of history. Jourdan 
was not defeated hj the archduke nntil Aug. 22., and 
Aug. 24, 1796, in Bayaria, and neither he nor Moreau 
retreated across tlie Bhine. The poem represents, on the 
contraiy, the French as having been driven back into their 
own territory, and then ralljing and pushing the G^rmana 
before them over the Hhine. £ut the French are still to 
the west of the river. As Cholevius has observed, the 
story tallies better with the events of 1793 and 1794. 
In 1792 Custine captured Landau, Spejer, Worms, and 
Menz, effecting there a union with the notorioxia Mainzer 
Clubhisten. During this period the (^ermans, at least 
the majority in the middle and lower classes, affiliated 
with the French and were loud in their praise of the 
Bevolution. In 1793 the Frussians succeeded in recap- 
turing Menz and driving out Custine. The German peas« 
ants, who in the meantime had discovered in the French 
tyrants and oppressors, rather than benefactors, sided 
with the Frussians and revenged themselves on the van* 
quished. £ut in 1794 the tide again tumed. The German 
armies were rolled back over the Ehine, the French re- 
occupied all their former ground to the west of the river, 
and rioted and plundered without restraint. The commis- 
sioners of the Convent boasted that they left to the inha- 
bitants of the Bhenish Falatinate nothing but the eyea 
wherewith to weep over their misfortunes. All who couldj 
made their escape. The landlord says (1. 198) : " The 
combatants are already weary, and everything betokena 
peace.'' The preliminary negotiations of peace between 
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France and Prussia were begun in the autamn of 1794. 
and the treaty of Basel was conclnded in April, 1795. 
We oan give to the words of the landlord, then, their fiü] 
significance only bj construing them as the general expres* 
sion of the hopes that were possible in Angust, 1794. 
For in Angost, 1796, Prussia and France toere at peace, 
and Anfitria and France were inyolred in bitter hostilities 
Ühat gare no promise of peace. (Joethe's Statement to 
Meyer is a fresh proof of his inacctiracy, not to say care- 
lessness, in matters of history. 

Schiller was not goilty of extravagance in desoribing 
the procesB of composition of the poem as scarcely less 
wonderful than the poem itself. The subject had long 
been uppermost in Goethe's mind, when, in September, 
1796, he visited Schiller in Jena. Feeling in the mood, 
he began writing, and, according to Schiller's Statement, 
prodnced one hundred and fifty lines a day for nine con- 
secutive days, that is to say, two thirds of the entire poem. 
After retuming to Weimar, the distractions of court-life 
permitted him to do little more than make verbal correo- 
üons in what had been already written. G^ie remaining 
four cantos were oomposed in March and April, 1797, 
during a second yisit in Jena. The poem, as it now Stands, 
was printed in September of the same year, in Yieweg^s 
Annual for 1798. 

Its reception in literary circles was at first disappointing. 
Host of the critics mistook it for an imitation of Yoss's 
Jjuise. Only little by little did the sounder view prevaiL 
At the present day public opinion is unanimous in pro- 
nouncing Sermcmn %md Dorothea to be Goethe's mosi 
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genial and happiest master-piece. It Las not the intensitjr 
and grandenr of JFausty neither has it the breadth and 
variety of Wühdm Meister, It is a sliort, simple story ol 
German life, the portraiture of afew unpretending Germaa 
characters. But the atmosphere is wonderfuUy transparent, 
the personages are, to borrow one of Goethe's favorite 
expressions, wonderfully **plastic," while the movement is 
so easy and natural that the reader foUows it as a matter 
of course, withont a suspicion of the guiding hand of the 
artist behind the scene ; the story teils itself The tone 
of the poem is that of perfect serenity, producing in the 
mind of the sympathetic reader a responsive feeling of 
unalloyed gratification. 

To the American who has never lived in a provincial 
German town, Hermamn und Dorothea will be a difficult 
poem by reason of its very simplicity, and its näture so 
intensely German. The characters, their sentiments, their 
way of expressing themselves and acting, everything, even 
to the architecture of the houses and the tillage of the 
ground, is distinctively German.' It was Goethe's purposo 
to have it so, for he has made the following admission : 
** I have endeavored to separate in the epic crucible the 
purely human element (das JReinmenscMiche) of life in a 
country town from the dross, and at the same time to reflect 
in a small mirror the great movements and shiftings of the 
world-stage. " Yet on this account Hermann und Dorotliea 
is all the more deserving of careful study. Better than any 
other poem in the language, it makes us acquainted with 
the existence of the great producing classes, as they ap* 
peared to the eye of the tbinker and artist. What otheri 
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liave sketched vaguelj, confusedly, imperfectly, is hert 
giren in the clearest form and color, and with scrupuloua 
fidelitj of detaiL One who has mastered the poem can 
trutlifiilly assert that he knows something of German 
life, that he has possessed himself of the measurbg-rod 
of German descriptive literature. 

The style of the poem is faultless. The hexameter verso, 
\7hich Yoss had popularized by his translation of the Iliad 
and the Odyssey, and by his lAiise^ fledls short of the Ho- 
meric original in many respects. Yet with all its defects, it 
is undonbtedly the most appropriate measnre that the poet 
could have employed. It is more flexible than the five- 
Cooted iambic, more dignified and better fitted to sustain a 
•continuous narrative than the irregulär measures of Faust, 
In his treatment of scenery and action, Goethe shows in 
every line how carefully he had studied Homer and Les- 
sing's views upon the limits of poetry. Although the poem 
is thronghout descriptive, it contains scarcely a descrip- 
tion. The objects of the world of nature are not described 
by a tedious enumeration of their size, color, proportions, 
or the like, but by representing them as acted upon by man 
or as acting upon him. Thus, in the fourth canto, which 
is the gem of the poem and which Goethe himself could 
not read without being moved to tears, the garden, rine- 
yard and fields of Hermann's parents are not described ; 
but the artist draws for us the picture of Hermann's 
mother as she moves from place to place in search of her 
Bon, touching everything with the beneficent light band 
of the careful houscwife, and meditating as she goes. The 
reader sees the stables, the garden, the pear and applo 
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trees, the vineyard, the fields of grain, not in an inventory, 
as it were, bat as she saw them and with her eyes. The 
manner is thoroughly Homeiic. Furthermore, the poem 
does not abound in adjectives. With the exception of a 
few stereotype forms, such as verständig ^ treßichy used after 
the Homeric fashion rather to name the characters than to 
describe them, Goethe has been remarkablj sparing in hid 
ose of these ** by-words," and whenever he does use one, 
it is the one best adapted to the special circumstance or 
action that he is seeking to characterize. His tact in thia 
respect is marvellous, änd would of itself suffice to demon- 
Btrate his genius. Finally, the style is free from simüe, 
metaphor^ find comparison. There are scarcely half a 
dozen passages in the entire poem where one thing is 
likened, either directly or indirectly, to another. Things 
and persons are described just as they are. The poet for- 
bears from drawing comparisons, or suggesting any likenesa 
to things remote; he merely sketches persons and situa- 
tions. In other words, the style of Semumn vmd Dorotlieu 
is direct and objective, and not sentimental or reflective, 
This ability to dispense mth what most English poets 
regard as an essential quality of poetry was not acquired 
by Goethe "without long and deliberate effort, and, when 
acquired, was valued by him as his greatest achievement. 
In his youth Goethe labored under a tendency to metaphor. 
Tis earlier works, such as Götz^ Werther^ the first part 
of Faustj are füll of similes. But the most striking evi- 
dence of this weakness, as he himself regarded it, ia 
afforded by the opinions formed of him by his contem« 
poraiies. Thua Kestner (the Albert in Weriher)^ in 
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writing to a friend, describes lus first impressions of 
Goethe, then a young man of twenty-Ühree, in, the follow- 
ing terms: ^^There I found him 6n the grass, under ä 
tree, lying on his back, while he talked to some frienda 
around him • • • He has a great deal of talent, is a true 
genius, and a man of character ; possesses an extraordi- 
'. narily vivid imagination, and hence generally expresses 
himself in images and similes. He often says Hmself that 
he always speaks figuratively, and can never express him- 
self literally; but that when he is older he hopes to think 
and say the thought as it really is" (Lewes' Life of 
Goethe). 

It "would be presumptuous on the part of critic or 
editor to attempt to make the characters of the poem 
more attractive or more intelligible than Goethe himself 
has made them. As charactei'S, they appeal directly to 
the sympathies of every reader, learned or imleamed, and 
need no interpreter. But there are one or two featnrea 
of the poem, beautiful enough in themselves, "which "will 
assume a deeper significance when considered in the light 
thrown npon them from Goethe's own life. . Not a few of 
the traits in Hermann's character existed in Goethe him- 
self, when a yonng man, The cliarming combination of 
testiness and hearty good-will, of desire for improvement 
and personal attachment to the good things of the past, 
wliich marks the "worthy landlord of the Golden Lion, we 
fmd also in Goethe's record of his father. And Hermann's 
mother is still more evidently Goethe's mothcr. Those 
■who have read Wahrheit und Dichtung will recognize the 
likenesR. Each was named Elizabeth« each was mnch 
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younger ihan her husband, each grew up as a child among 
her children. The intiinacy, better expressed by the 
German InnigkeUj which exists between mother and son 
in ihe poem, is depicted at length in the autobiography. 
The resemblance is so evident ihat v. Bamberg, in bis 
illustration of the celebrated passage where Hermann's 
mother surprises her son nnder the pear-tree, has not 
scrupled to make the faoes portraits of Ooethe and th« 
JFhmJja,

SCHICKSAL UND ANTHEHi. 

ABGXTMEKT. 

Tee landlord of the Golden Lion comments upon ihe de- 
serted appearance of the town, everybody having gone to see 
the emigrants, and praises his mfe f or sending their son Her- 
mann to assist the emigrants with gifts of clothmg and f ood, 
1-21. The wife confesses that she has not even spared his 
wardrobe, but has taken his old wrapper, etc., 21-87. The 
townsf olk begin to retom from watching the passage of the 
emigrants, 3S-64. The pastor and apothecary retum. The 
latter inyeighs against the evils of idle curiosity, 70-77. The 
pastor dweOs on the good that curiosity may lead to, 78-99. 
The apothecary narrates what he has seen, especially the np- 
setting of a heayily laden wa^on, 102-150. The landlord in- 
vites tiiem to retire into a co(u room and take a glass of wine, 
151-172. The landlord seeks to cheer the apothecary with 
expressions of tnist in providence, 174-184, to which the jjas- 
tor assents. The landlord reiterates his confidence, hoping 
that peace will soon come, and that Hermann wiU ^yo an addi- 
tionad reason f or rejoicing, by shaking off his indjJfference and 
taking to himself a wife, 189-210. Hermann is heard driving 
np. 

[To understand the exact position of the Speakers, the reader 
must sketch f or himself the f ollowing pictore. The landlord 
and wife are sitting in the Thor (20) of the hoteL This Thor is 
not the ' door ' of an English or American honse, but a broad 
arched passage, — on the level of the street,— f or men and vehi- 
des» leading through the hotel to the court-yards (Bofe)^ 8table% 
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and gardens in tlie rear. The * doors ' to the various apart- 
ments of the hotel open on this passage, and not on the public 
Square outside. The hotel Stands facing the public square 
{Markt) in the centre of the town. The emigrants are passing, 
notthrough the town itself, but over the highroad {Dammweg, 
6), two or three miles distant. The town Stands on the side 
of a hin, the highroad is down in the Valley, or rather runa 
across the Valley obliquely (105, 108). The time is early after 
noon.]

ARGUMENT. 

Henikann enters the room. The pastor detects a change in 
his manner, 1-9.

cart, in which was a woman just delivered o£ a child, 1Ö-41. 
To this maiden he has giyen all the clothing and f ood, 41-81. 
The apothecary breaks in, congrutulating himself on being 
unencumbered with wif e and child in these troublous times, 
82-96. Hermann rebukes him for his selfishness, dedaring 
that it is in just such times that a noble-hcarted man ought to 
think niore than ever of marriage, 97-104. The father ap- 
plauds his anlmation, and the mother narrates her expefience 
of courtship and marriage twenty years bef ore, when the town 
was bm-nt to the ground, 105-157. The father says, that is 
all true enough; still, it is better to marry in comfort and 
cspecially to secure a rieh wife, and exhorts his son to take 
one of the daughters of the wealthy neighbor mentioned in 
the first canto, 15&-196. Hermann declines, dedaring that 
these girls are vain and selfish, and only laugh at him ; he also 
narrates his mishaps during bis last visit at the hoase^ 197-237. 
The mother tries to smooth it oyer, but the son remains firm, 
23&-244. The father is angry, and upbraids Hermann for want 
of energy and ambition. The son mes to leaye the room, and 
the father caUs af ter him, and teils him not to think of biing- 
ing Jiome any low-bred girl as his wife. The father eyidently 
suspccts that his son^s f ancy has been taken by the stränge 
emigrant-girl. He will not hayo any but an accomplished 
maiden for his daughter-in-law. Hermann withdraws, 245*

The father makes a jesting rcmark 
upon the waywardness of women and children, 61-66. The 
apothecary would also be f ond of progress and ilnprovement, 
if the expense were not so great. He contrasts the recently 
renovated house of the rieh merchant (already mentioned) 
Tnth his own shop and gardcn. He would be glad to keep 
up with the times, but he is deteiTed by the expense, 67-110.

and the prof esaions i)roper, such as law, medicine, &c. 

[In introdudng this dcscription of the apothecary'f garden, * 
f— • mafiterpiece of writing,--<3k>ethe seems to have had two 
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objects in vieW. First, by presenting eomething humorous, 
to allay the apprehensions of the reader, wlüch have been ex- 
cited by the explosion of temper at the close of the preceding 
canto, and to prepare him f or the qulet and tendemess of the 
Coming canto. The apothecary speaks throughout in good 
faith, but his plaintiveness is all the more humorous by reason 
of its sincerity. In the next place, Goethe seeks to contrast 
the pcdantic taste of the apothecary, that takes delight in the 
conceits of the rococo age, with thehealthful love of Hermann 
knd his mother for '^nature unadomed," the gardens, yine« 
yard, and fields, soon to be depicted.]

The mother goes in qaest of her son, looking first in tha 
Stahles and garden, 1-18 ; then in the vineyard, 22-46 ; then 
in the fields, finding him at last under the pear-tree, 47-64. 
Bhe asks tho cause of his trouble, 67-70. Hermann makes an 
evasire answer, professing great sympathy with the trials that 
have come upon the fatherland and announcing his Intention 
not to retum to the house, but to join the army and thus proye 
to his f ather that he is not wanting in a sense of honor, 71- 
110. The mother finds that he is changed yery suddenly, and 
says that he is keeping back from her the real cause, 111-125. 
Hermann asserts that he has told the truth, yet only half the 
truth ; he has other wishes, but f eels that thcy are in vain, 
126-145. Tho mother beseeches him to teil her everything, 
146-154. Thereupon the son gives vent to his grief, speaks 
of the lovc and gratitude he has always cherished for his 
father, although his father has not appreciated it. In tha 
midst of thrift and comfort, he fluds lüiuself isolated and un- 
happy, he has no wife, 155-196. The mother replies that it 
Is her wish, and also the fathcr's, that he should ba married ; 
8he asserts that he has fallen in love with the emigrant-girl, 
X97-^iQ, Tb§ 891^ admits that he has, — adding thatjf hc can 
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not have her for his wife, he shall not retiim home, 211-287. 
The mother com! orts him, showing him that his case ia not 
hopeless, but that the f ather, althongh hasty, is not inezora* 
ble, and that they must make the effort to obtain hia consent 
They retum to the house, 228-252.

AEGUMBNT. 

The landlord, pastor, and apothecary are still «itting and 
conversing on the same topic as in Canto IIL The pastor con- 
cedes the benefit that comes from man's disposition to improve 
and incrcase by commercial enteiprise bis störe of "wealth, 6- 
18, but hos also a good word for tne man who is content to 
remain on his f arm, especially for the denizen of a small town, 
who unites modest trade with f arming ; he regards Hermann's 
domestic disposition as praiseworthy, 19-38. Hennann and 
his mother enter ; the mother declares her son's "wish to marry 
the emigrant-girl, and Hennann corroborates her declaration, 
39-55. The pastor recognizes the advantages of promptness 
in deciding ; he praises Hermann's purity and uprightness, and 
is confident that the choice made by him must be a happy one, 
5G-78. The apothecary advises them " to hasten slowly," and 
volunteers to go and inquire about the maiden, 79-88. Her^ 
mann catches at the ofEer, but requests the pastor to go with 
the apothecary. He waxes eloquent in praise of the maiden, 
89-107. The father is astonished at this outburat from his 
tacitum son ; he sees that resistance in such cases is useless, 
and gives his consent, 108-118. The son thanks, and promises 
to abide by the decision of the two friends, 119-131. He 
hastens to the stable, hamcsses the horses, and he, the apothe- 
cary, and pastor set out for the village where Dorothea had 
ßtated, n. 88, she would pass the night, 132-150. Hermann 
Btops at the lAndenhrunnen, just outäde of the village, 151- 
160, begs his friends to leave him here, while they make their

Hermann is afraid the maiden is already 
engaged, and that his offer will be rejected, 233-250. The 
apothecary praises the good old-fashioned way of proposing 
through the mediation of a family friend, 252-274. Hermann 
says he will notwithstanding go and leam his f ate himself, 
275-294. The pastor takes the reins, the apothecary has his 
misgi\ings about the new driyer. They drive home, leaying 
Hermann at the spring, 295-316.

Heimann repliei 
that the mother will be satisfied with f aithf ul service, bat that 
the f ather demands grace of manner and demonstration of re- 
spect, lS-86. Dorothea hopes to satisfy both parents, but 
vishes to know how ehe can best treat him, 87-51. Hermann, 
still af raid to disclose his sentiments, bids her f ollow only the 
promptings of her own heart They rest a while under the 
pear-tree, 62-66, and yiew the town and the estates of Her- 
mann^s parents, 67-79. In desoending through the yineyard, 
Dorothea^s foot slips, but Hermann sustains her, 81-98. Do- 
rothea makes light of the accident, 99-194.

Stung by his seeming cold-heartedness, 
Dorothea passionately avows her secret l&ing f or Hermann 
and threatens to dep«^ as suddenly as she had come, 188-181. 
The mother, completely mystified, detains her, assuring her 
that she is no seryant, but Hermann^s betrothed, 182-187, 
The father, also mystified, loses his temper and threatens to 
rctire to bed, leaying them to settle it among themselyes, 188^ 
196. Hermann detains him, and reproaches the pastor, 197- 
206. The pastor smiles and wishes to know whether his in- 
nocent ruse has iu>t succeedcd perfectly, 206-211. Hermann 
explains eyerything to Dorothea, 212-225, who kisses the 
father's band and begs him to f orgiyq her sharp words, 227- 
285. Father and mother embraceher, 286-288. The pastor 
takes the wedding rings of the father and mother and pro- 
ceeds to engage the young couple, 289-248. While pi^tting 
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the mother's ring on Dorothea's finger, be perceives thö riüg 
gi Ten her by her former betrothed, tind is sorprised, 249-255. 
Dorothea estplains, 256-206. Hermann pronounces his confi- 
dence in the futurebothof himself and of the fatherland,

2£s in the matter of grammar, yet there are certain peculiari- 
aes whicb can be understood only by dint of caref ul collatioB 
and analysis. 

OSNinVE. 

Goethe is yery fond of using tbe genitive of time and 
manner. Tbus, IL lil, Tages vorTier; IL nif des Morgens; 
n. 21, meines Weges, *on my errand' (were Weg used in 
tbe literal sense of *road,' it -would bave been put in tbe 
accnsative) ; L 1S8, Bachen Tceines Gebrauches, ^ tbings of no 
ose,' a construction whicb is common enougb in Englisb, but 
whicb is unusual in German, the usual form being, Sachen die 
nicht gebraucht werden können, Poetic, not to say archaic, are 
such f orms as lY. 60, der Jüngling edlen Gefühles, ' tbe youtb 
noble of sentiment;' HL 12, wess Sinnes, and IX. 83, welches 
Geistes, * of wbat mind, way of thinking ; ' also IIL 70, die 
FüUe des Geldes (f or Geld die FaUe), * plenty of money,' an 
Imitation of Luther's phrase, Brots die Fülle. Also archaic 
are: L HO, genug der Armen (for Arme genug); Vn. 200, 
Zuckerbrotes genug ; TL 168, mehr des Geldes; IL TO, Flaschen 
WeiTies und Bieres (for Flaschen Bier und Wein), In medisB- 
val German, genug and mehr were regarded as nouns governing 
tbe genitive, whereas in modern German they are treated as 
indecÜnable adjectives in apposition with tbe principal noun. 
The so called partitive use of the genitive in I. 166, des herr- 
liehen Weines, *some of tbe splendid wine,' is veryremarkable, 
and is probably an Imitation of the French. The phrase IV. 
M, steileren Pfads, * steeper of path, sloping up,' is evidently un- 
German, and is rather to be called Greek. The pbi-ase VL loa^ 
gegenwärtigen Geistes, is poetic for mit Geistesgegenwart begoibt^ 
• endowed with presence of mmd.' r" ^^^i^ 
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No less remarkable is Goethe's f ondness for the tecüa&üm 
as a measure of distance or time after the intransitiYe yerbt 
gehen, fahren, tiehen, Btehm, denken^ etc. Other anthors nse 
the accusatiye in tfais fashion, bot not to the sameextent 
Hius, L 6, (der) Dammweg, welchen He ziehen, * the highroad 
(over) which they go ; ' IL 21, als ich die neue Strasse hinanfuhr ; 
tV. 11, sie schrU ihn (the garden) hindurch ; IV. 21, sie ging den 
Graben hinüber ; IV. f&, den schritt sie hinauf; IV. 151, sie 
wandelt den Umweg, * she goes (by) a roondabout way ; ' V. 182, 
den Weg, den wir gefahren, 'along the road over "which wo 
haye driven,' i,e,, as we were driying along the road ; V. 186, 
die breite Strasse dahin, * along the broad strect ; ' Y. 816, etUes 
geht den Gang fort; YL 293, ich schleiche jene Pfade, 'I shall 
creep (along) those paths ; ' VL 809, roUte staubige Wege hinaus, 
*rolled out into the countiy (over) dusty roads;* IX. M, so 
geht es diefleissigen Stunden, * so it will go on (throughout) the 
busy hour&' Espedally interesting are the f ollowing passages :

look back a little ; VL 84, woUtet Ihr aber zurück die traurigen 
Tage durchschauen, an excessively Condensed form of saying, 
woUtet ihr die traurigen Tage zurückschauen und sie (die Tage) 
durchschauen, *if you should look back (throngh) those 
gloomy days and fathom their purport.' Most remarkablo 
of all is rV. 198, wenn der gesunde Schlaf mir nur wenige 
Stunden genügte, * when the healthy rest (oQ a f ew honrs was 
enough for me,' where the logical constmction would be to 
onite Stunden and genügte, * satisfied me for a f ew hours,* but 
where the evident mcaning is, der Schlaf von wenigen Stunden» 
ßimilar to VL 294 is VL 290-292, «I shall retum {zurückgehen} 
home by a short cut (näher), namely (by) the f ootpath acroaa 
the hill up to the pear-tree {an wlth accus.) and (f rom therc) 
down (tlurough) our vineyard;' here Fussweg and^einberg 
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nie dependent on, but not directly goyemed by, geTierif and ar 
den Birnbaum is dependent on Fuuweg^ and is a Condensed 
expression for den Fussweg^ der über den Hügel und lU an den 
Birnbaum hinfuhrt. 

VAS.TICIPIAX4 COKSTBUCnOK. 

This constraction, tbe disuse of wbicb seryes more than any 
other cause to give to tbe dependent clause in modern Ger- 
man its clumsiness, has been employed by €k)etbe witb a lay* 
ish band. Tbe effect is to make tbe narrative terse and fresb. 
Tbus IL 115, alle Leute, spazierend in festlichen Kleidern^ waren 
vertheät, 'all tbe town-folk, out Walking in boliday attirc,, 
were scattered among tbe villages;' HX 18, Wie man^ das 
Städtchen betretend, 'just as, on entering a town, one forma 
bis opinion of tbe autborities ; ' TV. 8S, Stöcke, Heinere Trauben 
tragend, * vines bearing smaUer grapes ; ' IV. 260, vom Stein 
sichhebend {for erhebend), *rising from tbe stone-bencb ; ' V. l, 
die drei sassen noch immer sprechend zusammen, for die drei 
Sassen rmh immer msamm,en und sprayen ; YL 831, dass wir 
fahrend die Ecke des Borfs sogleich erreichen, *tbatwe, driving, 
may reacb straigbtway tbe tum in tbe village ; ' VIIL 88, die 
Schritte verdoppelnd, ' doubllng ber steps.' Tbere are numer- 
ous otber intances, but tbese will suffice. 

Tbe use of tbe participial adjective is also common, but 
scarcely requires especial atte ntion, except in tbree passages : 
V. iö3, ein grünender Anger ; VJLUL 75^ ^^ morgenden Ernte ; 
VnL 88, durch den dunkelnden Pfad, wbere tbe poetic vigor of 
tbe words grünend, morgend, dunkelnd cannot be reproduced 
in Englisb. Bunkelnd, perbiaps, can berendered by ^ dark- 
ling,* but our language bas no verb * to morrow,' i.e,, to come 
on the morrow, and *to green,' i,e.^ to be green. 
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Thb reading erblicket, IL, S9, is that given by the Cotta cdi< 
tiong. Kurz giyes erblicktet, but the sense seems to require the 
present tense. In YHL 88, instead of herging, the Cotta edi- 
tions have herhing, which is more expressive, but less agree- 
able to the ear. 

After careful reconsideration, I am constrained to State that 
des Jda/ren herrlidien Weines, (see note, page 153) is not an imi- 
tation of the French, but is the reinains of a German partitiye 
geuitive, now almost, if not altogether, out of use. 

The note (p. 153) to steileren Pfcds, IV. 24, is perhaps liable 
to be misunderstood without f urther explanation. The phrase 
is Greek, not in its form, f or that is merely an instance of the 
ordinary genitive of manner, but rather in its tum of thought, 
and also perhaps in the use of the comparative with the f orce 
of a strengthened positive, i,e,, 'of quite steep ascent.' This 
comparative is discussed at length by Imelmann in his notes 
to Schiller^s Die Künstler, p. 69. 

The Word Tafeln, m. 83, has elicited much expression of . 
opinion. One critic suggests that it designates Square panes, 
as distinguished from round (Scheiben); another, that it 
means plate-glass, etc. I can only say that the use of what is 
technically called plate-glass was highly improbable in a small 
German town in the 18th Century, and that the word which 
once distinguished Square panes from round was Bauten, not 
Tafeln, but it has gone out of use. Goethe^s aim, it seems to 
me, is to call attention, in the first half of the line, to the sizo 
of the glass as it Stands in its f rame, and in the latter half to 
its brilliancy, The word may be rendered either * plates,' or 
*frames,' if the latter word be understood as incluoing both 
glass and wood-work.

Good poems. if leamed by heart, while the mind is still able to con- 
ceiye **beaatifal Ideas in beantifnl garments,^* wUl afterward illnmine life*B 
care-Btrewn path— will prevent the growing child from slnking intothe tririaU- 
ties of Ufe. Gkethe once said : **One shonld read at least one good poem a 
day.** And, Indeed, he well knew fhe great reflaing infknence of poetxy. 
Beantif cd precepts and tmiBrns fonnd in dassical poetry serve to enoble man 
in all stages o( lif e ; battheyhavenoleflsapiacticalnae: To be able tofinda 
maxim, a dassical qaotoüon, or eren a common proverbi whioh fltly expressea 
in oonoise form what woold need a lengthy explanation from eurselTei^ haa 
itself something of a ooltiyating inflnenoe. 

Nothing seems to take root so well in the memory of aotiva-minded persona, 
maidQ from impressions of school life, as poetry. Poetry enjoyed in youth haa 
flxed npon tiie deepest strata of man^s ümer life indelible Images and Ünta 
which nerrer fade ; howeyer mnch fhese may be covered with experienoes of later 
years, they are erer ready to be oonjnred np. When in after^lif e the well-known 
mdodies of songs strike the ear, or now and then a familiär rbyme toaches a 
sentdtiTe ehoxd of the heart— ^ere ! aa if tonched by the magio-rod, the old 
omsty heart is rejurenated, and, warm and odorons, brings back from the loweak 
Btrata of the memory the bliasf til time of childhood t

are grouped in four sectionB: L For Primary CkU9ea. 11. For JnUrmediate, 
HL For Qfummar Grades ; and 17, For Bigh School», The seleotions are 
notmade with referenoe to fbe difflculty theypreseiit to the translator, bat 
vith referenoe to thdr naefnlneaa in tlie Mdunl and funily as poema for 
Memoriaing.
